1  am  lia|»|)V  tt> 
stat(i  that  the  health  ofthe  histrict  has  a_uain  been  ^’ood.  the  deatli  rate  and  birth 
rate  l)einu’  practically  the  same  as  last  vear,  the  infant  mortality  per  thousand 
I'ec'istered  births  shews  a  marked  improvement.  1  ])ec'  to  concratulate  the  Authoi’ity 
on  the  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Diseases  Act.  and  trust  that  an  Isolation 
Hospital  will  b(,‘  built  in  the  District  in  the  neai-  future. 

Births  and  Deaths.

females,  d’he  total  number  of  deaths  was  (SI) — .al  males  and  HS  iemales,  out  of  this

Scarlatina. 

There  have  been  ten  casiis  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  to  me  this  year  ; 
fortunately  it  has  been  of  a  mild  type,  and  there  have  l)een  no  deaths.  One  ease  was 
imported  from  London  by  a  member  ol‘  the  ('hildren’s  Country  Holiday  Fund,  this 
case  was  promptly  isolated,  and  no  ejiidemic,  occurred  ;  most  of  the  cases  were  at 
Fleckney,  and  were  presumably  broipc'ht  from  Leicester,  Scarlatina  beiii”'  most 
prevalent  there.  It  is  very  difficult  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Scarlatina  in  the  same 
family,  as  the  mother  c'enerally  has  to  nurse  the  first  case,  and  attend  to  the  rest  of 
the  family  at  the  same  time  ;  had  the  District  an  Isolation  Hospital,  this  disease,  and 
other  infectious  cases,  b\'  the  pi’ompt  notification  and  removal  ofthe  first  case,  could 
be  much  more  successfully  cojied  with.  'rheex])enseof  an  Isolation  Hospital  is, of  course, 
very  considerable,  but  L  venture  to  think  it  would  be  of  immense  benefit  to  the 
I  )istrict. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

One  case,  unfortunately  a,  fatal  one,  occurred  at  Mowsley,  I  inspected  the 
premises  and  found  them  in  c'ood  sanitary  condition,  the  water  analysis  was  also 
good,  I  considered  the  main  drain  in  the  village  recpiired  [)roperly  ventilating,  this 
work  is  being  carried  out. 


Whooping  Cough. 

\Vhoo})ing  Cough  was  most  prevalent  during  the  latter  months  ofthe  year 
at  Ivibworth,  Smeeton,  Flecknev,  and  Saddington,  no  deaths  were  directly  attributed 
to  it,  but  two  children  died  of  chest  comi)Iaints,  com[)licated  by  this  disease.
